WINNIPEG, Man., June 15 
A contingent of United St 
police officers who reached Win 
nipeg today from the annuai 
police chiefs’ ‘convention — in 
Windsor, Ont., abandoned their

Manitoba detectives in a prov 
ince-wide search for the ‘‘hobo 
strangler’’ who has murdered 
two Winnipeg women within a 
period of 48 honrs, and stuffed 
each ‘body under a bed. 

The slayer, who is reported to be 
wanted in a score of cities across 
the border for the murder of over 
20 women, is believed to be hiding 
somewhere in the southern part of 
the province and heading for the 
United States. Posges of police of- 
ficers, armed with sawed-off shot- 
guns, tear gas and rifles, were scour- 
ing the countryside today while the 
best brains of the police departments 
of several United States cities were 
concentrated upon the solution of 
the most grastly, brutal crimes in 
the history of this city and the pro- 
vince. 

100 Suspects Arrested 

More than 100 suspects were 
rounded up in the city this morning, 
all but three or four being released 
later Almost every rooming house 
in Winnipeg and the suburbs have 
also been searched and warnings 
have been broadcast by radio and 
through the press against admittance

WINNIPEG, Man.. June 13. —~ A 
moral degenerate, the “gorilla man,” 
sought for the killing of a score of 
women in the United States, tnelud- 
ing slayings in Chicago and Vactfic 
coast cities, is held responsible for 
the two murders revealed here over 
the week-end 

Friday, Mrs. Emily We 
wag strangled to death. Bune 
body of a fourteen-year-old school 
girl was discovered in a rooming 
house on Smith street, near the cen- 
tre of the business section.

The proprietor of the rooming house 
has identified the clothing left at the 
Patterson home as those of the two- 
day lodger.

AMPLE CAUSE 
TO REJOICE 
OVER CROPS 


WINNIPEG, June 12.—I!¢ any 
cause for pessimism existed, it has 
been dissipated by the ideal crop 
conditions which have obtained over 
the whole of western Canada during 
t week, says the eighth week- 


ly crop report of the Canadian Na- 
tional railways. Warm weather with 
local showers has been general over 
the whole of the prairies and this 
condition has assisted growth with- 
out interfering to any appreciahle 
extent with seeding operations. 
Nearly All In 

The seeding of wheat was con- 
tinued in sections where wet w 
ther had previously interfeted ; 
this work is now completed The 
sowing of coarse grains is about 85 
per cent finished and will be en- 
tirely done by June 15th at the 
latest Everywhere grain is show- 
ing excellent growth and wheat 
which is now about ground over the 
whole of the west has attained a 
height of nine inches in some parts 
of Alberta, and from four to. six 
inches over the greater portion of 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba Be- 
cause of the continued seeding of 
wheat, the decrease in acreage sown 
to this crop will not be great, as 
Was at first expected and it should 
not exceed five per cent ir Alberta 
19 per cent in Saskatchewan and 12 
per cent in Manitoba. 

A few points in the northern part 
of Saskatchewan and Manitoba re- 
ported frost on the night of June 9th, 
but this did no damage except to 
garden stuff. Minor hail storms 
which did no damege were reported 
in a few districts in northern Al- 
berta.

As the atrangler killed and rob- 
bed Mrs. Patterson, so he killed and 
robbed Lola Cowan In the latter 
case it was only her clothing—her 
school gir] attire Everything was 
taken, whether it was sold or thrown 
away {t is not known Police in- 
ations will probably reveal the 
disposal of the garments How the 
killer enticed ¢ girl into the 
house will always remain « mystery 
None of those in the house saw her 
enter None heard any disturbane? 

“During his short st here the 
man was very quiet, said Mrs. J. W 
Hill, landlady of the rooming 
house “He was dressed poorly 
and was without funds, but promised 
to pay me Saturday 

“I did not think much about his 
disappearance until I read of the 
Patterson killing Saturday morning.”
